Strange prerequisite 

It is with bewilderment and disappointment that we have learnt from this paper that the Saudi 
Arabian embassy in Dhaka is refusing to issue visas for male migrant workers because recruiting 
agencies are not sending enough female migrant workers. The embassy apparently has given an 
unofficial precondition that at least 25 percent female workers should be applying for jobs. 

Such a prerequisite is not only illogical, it is very disturbing considering the stories we have 
been reading in local papers of female migrant workers, who are mainly engaged as household 
help, being tortured and sexually abused by employers. Instead of addressing such a serious 
violation of human rights, it is strange that the Saudi authorities would demand more female 
workers. It should be mentioned that according to reports already 75,000 female workers have 
been sent to Saudi Arabia as per an agreement between Bangladesh and Saudi Arabia. The idea 
that sending women workers should be tied up with whether more male workers will be given 
work visa is incomprehensible. 

There is no official agreement between the two countries that stipulates such a condition and 
therefore it should not be regarded as such. Moreover, if women workers are not keen about 
seeking employment in Saudi Arabia, this cannot be a reason for the Saudi Embassy to refrain 
from issuing visas for male workers. 

Such strange stipulations are irrational; we expect our government to fend off any pressure 
that would put our women workers at risk. And if Saudi Arabia wants more female workers they 
will have to ensure that they work in safe conditions, with dignity.*

Death on wheels 

Utter disregard for public safety 

( It is a common sight to see trucks plying on the roads and highways in the country with rods 
that protrude dangerously out of the backs of these vehicles, as shown in a picture printed in 
our paper on November 16. It is natural for some of these objects to come lose and become 
flying projectiles and kill or maim people who happen to be travelling behind. Although no 
exact data of such casualties exist in the country, the practice poses a clear and present danger. 
The scenario is not unique to Bangladesh. In fact, the Indian Supreme Court in August 2016 has 



called for strict implementation of a ban on killer trucks with iron rods protruding out which has 
taken 40,000 lives in road accidents in the past two years. 

We need similar laws in the country that would make owners of transport companies liable for 
mishaps. Without regulations, the roads and highways department (RHD) cannot enforce any 
ban on this despicable practice that is causing physical harm to people and property. Strict 
guidelines need to be formulated and implemented that will govern the safe transportation of 
potentially lethal cargo such as iron rods on our roads. If owners of trucking companies and 
those hiring trucks faced the threat of civil and criminal proceedings because laws were 
enacted to that effect, the careless attitude of transporting haphazard material would be 
rethought and public safety could be ensured to a greater degree. But even if there were no 
such law specific to this problem, the police can and should take action against anyone who 
endangers public safety. )

The frightening image of the body of a demolished truck - the result of a head on collision with 
another truck- in yesterday's paper, invokes the horror of brutal, untimely deaths that we must 
witness every single day because of road accidents. Despite all the news reports, seminars, TV 
coverage and analysis of why these horrific accidents happen and how they can be prevented, 
the statistics continue to be devastating. According to WHO estimates, around 20,000 people 
are killed in road crashes in Bangladesh every year. One can only imagine the number of people 
who survive but have been maimed for life. Yesterday seven people died in the head on 
collision on the Dhaka-Bogra highway in Sherpur. 

But this tragic story plays itself over and over again every single day. People of every age, 
background and gender; have lost their lives unnecessarily because of pure negligence. 

We know the various factors behind such a huge casualty figure - reckless driving due to 
drinking, sleep deprivation because of too many trips made, helpers being behind the wheel 
instead of the drivers, bad roads, unfit, ramshackle buses, failing breaks, speeding, irresponsible 
pedestrians crossing the road, to name a few. 

What we don't know is why the Roads and Highways authorities have done precious little in the 
way of stopping such practices that lead to families being destroyed and individuals with bright 
futures who could have contributed to this country's progress, are eliminated. What do the 
highway patrol do to prevent accidents or even respond to them when they occur? Why do 
reckless drivers manage to escape? Why are bus owners not held legally accountable when 
their drivers kill? Why is there no comprehensive compensation system for the victims and their 
families? Unless these issues are addressed, we will continue to lose precious lives that have 
devastating socio-economic repercussions for Bangladesh.

Clamp down on BCL warring factions 
Make campuses safe for students 

What sort of message is the ruling party giving out when two factions of the Chhatra 
League (BCL) battle it out for supremacy on Chittagong University (CU) campus during 
admission tests on November 2? Apart from the fact that the incident has left fifty 
people injured including policemen and that the admission test could not take place, 
many have been dissuaded from sitting for future admission tests. 

From what has been printed in this paper, an altercation between activists belonging to 
rival factions of BCL over who will get the privilege of greeting admission seekers 
apparently is the cause of the violent clash. We are left flabbergasted at the immature 
behaviour displayed by these so-called student factions. 

That these activists have no respect either for their fellow students or the law is clearly 
evident from the mayhem that ensued. Where is the strong hand of the university 
administration which is entrusted to maintain peace and tranquillity on the campus? 

This is unacceptable behaviour and the university authorities must be held to account 
for such recurring incidents. 

Are public universities a playground for BCL? This is not the first incident this year that 
saw BCL violence at CU. In fact the latest incident is merely an addition to the litany of 
BCL's rowdy and violent behaviour in many institutions all over the country. And we are 
shocked to see that despite assurances from senior AL leaders from time to time of 
actions against errant members, the BCL is being allowed to carry on with its violent and 
self-destructive activities with impunity.

Mandatory use of fare meters ignored 
Ensure implementation 

A recent report published in this daily revealed that some auto-rickshaw drivers are not 
adhering to the new fare chart and the mandatory use of fare meters that came into 




effect from November 1. Many auto-rickshaw drivers continue to carry passengers on a 
contract basis in blatant violation of the newly introduced rule of compulsory use of fare 
meters. 

Despite the upward revised fare chart, passengers continue to be overcharged since 
auto-rickshaw drivers, although required by the government to pay a daily deposit of Tk 
900, are forced to pay even more by the owners. The latter's lack of rationale with 
regard to charging auto-rickshaw drivers inevitably results in the ultimate burden of 
higher fare falling on passengers. 

Although the use of fare meters has been made mandatory, which is a commendable 
move, the stumbling blocks in the way of its effective implementation need to be 
identified. For one, there is an obvious need to address the absence of any binding 
agreement between the auto-rickshaw drivers and owners of three-wheelers. A formal 
contract which requires owners to rely on a reasonable, structured method will not only 
empower auto-rickshaw drivers but also discourage the owners from overcharging 
passengers. The traffic police must also play their due role in ensuring that auto- 
rickshaw drivers obey the fare meter rules. 

It must be noted though that the aforementioned points are mere short-term measures. 
The public transportation system remains the main challenge and long-term, sustainable 
solutions lie in overhauling it.
